Sugar League unveils 
alternative to SWIM plan

A Florida Sugar Cane League 
alternate to the Everglades 
SWIM Plan will not require 
that any farm land be taken 
out of production and will 
provide measures to protect 
smaller farmers in the 
Everglades Agricultural Area. 

The alternate plan will be 
presented to the Board of 
Governors of the South Florida 
Water Management District at 
the board's monthly meeting 
Thursday in West Palm Beach. 
The League will propose that 
there are more efficient and 
less costly ways to clean excess 
nutrient out of water runoff 
from farm lard than the 
creation of 35,000 acres of filter 
marshes currently proposed by 
SFWMD. 

"We've been working on this 
plan for-quite some time," said 
Malcolm S. "Bubba" Wade, vice 
president of administrative 
services at U.S. Sugar 
Corporation.."The research has 
been ongoing for several years. 
We have not been stonewalling 
from suggesting alternate 
methods. The SFWMD 
suggested that industry come 
up with an alternative to the 


plan. You just can't do that in 
six months." 

Mr. Wade said it is the 
League's intention to become 


an active part'of the solution to- 


the problems öf the Everglades, 
and will present an overall 
plan for Everglades 
Restoration. Following the 
phosphorous reduction 
Strategies required by the 
Everglades SWIM Plan, the 
League wishes to help find 
solutions to water quantity 
problems, removal of exotic 
plant species that are choking 
out the natural plant species in 
the Everglades, participate in 
joint ecological monitoring and 
research, on-farm monitoring 
and establishing a system to 


provide transferable 
Everglades Restoration 
Credits. 


By establishing a system of 
"credits" for phosphorous 
reduction that can be 
transferred, the League hopes 
to create a business or market 
for some landowners to help 
others with their nutrient 
loading problems. If one farmer 
cannot afford to implement all 
of the practices necessary to

Pahokee election 
coming up in May

Pahokee voters will head to 
the polls May 5th to elect a 
mayor and two new city 
commissidners. 

City Mayor Ramon Horta will 
be giving up his commission 
seat in group I to run for mayor 
against Alvis Davis. Commis- 
sioner Ramon Horta has been 
acting as Pahokee's Mayor 


- since the early retirement of 


Mayor Clark Hull Wilkinson. 

Keith W. Babb, Jr. will be 
running against Albert E. 
Choate for that seat in City 
Commission Group 1. 

Commissioner- Carlene 
Walker will relinquish her seat 
and Pete Moore will be running 
against Royal E. York for City 
Commission Group II; 

Pahokee has approximately 
2500 rogistered voters. A large 


turnout of voters is expected 
po to City Clerk Debra 
al 


P. " The largest turn out 


occurred when Mayor Clark 


-:Hull Wilkinson was elected six 


years ago when approximately 
1,300 voters cast their ballots.- 


In Pahokee, the people decide 
who will be their mayor. 
City commissioners in 


Pahokee receive $400, per 
month or $4,800 per year to 
serve a two year term. The 
mayor's position pays $9,000 
per year. D 

The next mayor of Pahokee 
will have to make major 


decisions in the ` city 
government and address many 
problems facing the city such 
as the Pahokee Hoüsing 
Authority and how to handle 
their shaky situation. The 
Housing Authority has yet to 
sign a new agreement with the 
city on their water and garbage 
agreement which has been 
pending on the Commission 
agenda for nearly a year. 
Another problem the city 
faces is what to do and which 
direction to go with the marina 
and campground. Pahokee 
merchants are concerned about 
what will happen if the sugar 
companies stop using off shore 
labor. So far, Pahokee residents 
feel lucky in the fact that U.S. 
Sugar has made, or announced, 
no cutbacks for the next year. 

With so many businesses 
leaving the city in the past 
year, voters will be looking to 
someone. who can provide 
solutions to the problems 
facing the city. 

One issue is what to do with 
the old Pahokee High School 
donated to the city by the Palm 
Beach County School Board: 
Another problem is how to get 
the message out that Pahokee 
would welcome new business 
bases, manufacturing, or any 
year round industry that 
would provide jobs.

The League developed the 
alternative to the Everglades 
SWIM Plan that was adopt4d 
by the SFWMD in March in 
order to save 58 square miles of 
productive farm land. If the 
35,000 acres of farm land is put 
out of production, two of the 
area's seven sugar mills will be 
adversely affected to the point 
they may be shut down, Mr. 
Wade said. 

The Talisman Mill, owned by 
St. Joe Paper Company, and the 
Atlantic Mill, operated by a 
cooperative, are the two to be 
immediately affected. 

The two-phase plan outlines 
the League's plan to reduce the 
amount' of phosphorous 
reaching the 
Everglades in water runoff by 
150 metric tons per year. 
Although Mr. Wade said the 
League does not necessarily 
agree with the goal of 150 
metric tons of reduced 
phosphorous, it is willing to use 
the same goal as the current. 
SFWMD plan. 

The majority of the nutrient 
reduction goal, 125 metric tons, 
would be realized in Phase 1 of 
the plan, which carries a pricé 
tag of less than 10 percent of 
. | the current SWIM Plan cost of 
$400 million and includes 
measures that can begin 
immediately. 

Current scientific research 
by League scientists indicates 
that the majority of the 
problems with the Everglades 
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Alternative plan, 


has been caused by changes in 


the amount of water available. 


to the system and tho timing of 
the delivery of that water, Mr. 
Wade said. Problems with the 
watér delivery, ' called 


Wade said. "Our ultimate goal "hydroperiod," is responsible for 


the growth of a huge stand of 
cattails near the Loxahatchee 
Wildlife Refuge that 
environmentalists have feared 
mean the imminent demise of 
the Everglades. The current 
Everglades SWIM Plan does 
not address the problems with 
hydroperiod, although SFWMD 
officials have said that it is as 
important a problem as 
nutrient loading into the water. 
Phase I recommendation 


include farmers changing, 


current practices of pumping 
water from canals to-reduce 
drainage pumping by 33 
percent. This would result in a 
reduction of phosphorous 
loading into primary canals by 
58 metric. tons and can be 
implemented immediately. 

An additional®Z0 tons of 
nutrient loading can be saved 
by changing current practices of 
disposal of wastewfüter from 
mills, vegetable packing houses 
and fertilizer plants; as well as 
retaining runoff from rural 
towns, Mr. Wade said. 

Two filter marsh projects 
already in operation jointly 
between the Florida Game and 
Freshwater Fish Commission 
and SFWMD, the Holey Land 
Project and the Everglades 
Nutrient REmoval Project, are 
sufficient to reduce 
phosphorous loading in water 
reaching the Everglades by 25 
tons, without the necessity of 
making another 35,000 acres of 
farm land into filter marshes, 
according to the plan. 

The cities of Belle Glade and 
Pahokee already have begun 
use of municipal deep injection 
wells to store nutrient rich 
water from sewage treatment 
facilities, resulting in a savings 
of 11 metric tons. of 
phosphorous loading into 
primary canals, Mr. Wade said.. 

The remaining 11 tons of 
nutrient loading will be saved 
through the adoption of 
practices recommended by the 
University of Florida's Institute 
of Food and Agricultural 
Sciences following a study of 
farming practices sponsored by 
SFWMD. The changes in 
farming practices include 
preventing over-fertilizing, 
changing the method of 
fertilizing to minimize over- 


fertilizing. 
During Phase II of the 
League's alternate plan

scientific solutions Will bt 
sought to reduce phosphorous 
loading by yet another 25 tons 
to meet*the SFWMD goal of a 
‘150 metric ton reduction per 
year. : i 

The cost of Phase II of the 
League's plan is. somewhat 
higher than that óf Phase I, 
although no'actual cost figures 
have been reached. 4 

One of'the possibilities being 
investigated is water quality 
and supply diversion, which 
would mean diverting nutrient 
rich water to coastal water 
supplies, which will be sending 
cleaner water into the 
Everglades system. This 
suggestion is part of a different - 
alternate SWIM Plan that was : 
presented by Board of 
Governors Member James Nall: 
several months ago. . 

Other solutions include” 
Limerock sorption, which’ 
means that nutrient rich water 
would be run over limerock. 
The limerock is more attractive 
to the phosphorous in the 
water, meaning that the 
phosphorous sticks with the 
limerock, while the clean water 
moves on. Another similar 
solution is the deyelopment of 
algal turf scrubbers. Algae has 
been proven to be 35 percent 
more effective at removing 
phosphorous from water than 
filter marshes, 

This method of nutrient 
removal would run water over ,- 
beds of algae, that would "eat" 
the phosphorus out of the; 
water, leaving clean water to go :: 
on to the primary canals and: 
eventually to the Everglades. :' 

Several other methods still in : 
the research stages include’: 
dredging phosphorous rich 
sediment from existing canals 
to be used to enrich existing 
farm land, interconnecting 
farms so that runoff can be 
recirculated between the farms 
reducing the amount needed for 
irrigation as well as the amount 
released into the Everglades 
system, and various other 
solutions... - conte 

The Florida Sugar Cane 
League already has begun field 
testing of limerock sorption, 
algal turf scrubbers, water 
treatment facilities and 
sediment dredging on the 
reduction of phosphorous. U.S. 
Sugar Corp. plans to apply this 
week for permits to build two 
wells that would take fresh 
water, force it through the 
earth into the salt water 
aquifer for storage, so the water 
is available when needed, bitis 
not returned to the Everglades | 
system.
